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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-25 and 49, drawn to a method for identifying a drug discovery target. 

Group 11, claim(s) 26-44, drawn to a method for evaluating user-supplied genomics data using a 
structured database that permits the computations of complex relationships. 

Group III, claim(s) 45, drawn to a method for identifying a new use for a known therapy 
comprising the steps of providing a means for storing and accessing genomics information. 

Group IV, claim(s) 46, drawn to a method for prioritizing candidate development compounds. 

Group V, claim(s) 47, drawn to a method for identifying disease-related pathways. 

Group VI, claim(s) 48, drawn to a method for identifying and validating a genotypic marker for a 
disease state. 

Group Vll, claim(s) 50, drawn to a method of conducting business that comprises receiving 
compensation from a customer. 

Group Vlll, claim(s) 5 1 , drawn to a drug discovery target. 

Group IX, claim(s) 52, drawn to a method of drug discovery. 

Group X, claim(s) 53, drawn to a drug candidate. 

The inventions listed as Groups 1-X do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: The methods of Group I- VII and IX all require 
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different method steps to achieve different stated outcomes and therefore so not share the same 
inventive concept or special technical feature. For example, the method of Group I is drawn to a 
method for identifying a drug discovery target comprising steps of storing and accessing 
genomic information and querying a database to identify disease-related pathways and 
identifying interactions and actor concepts. Whereas, the method of Group 11 is drawn to a 
method of evaluating user-supplied genomics data comprising the very different steps of defining 
a profile model, building a collection of profiles, identifying overlapping data and analyzing 
statistically significant profiles. 

The products of Groups VIII and X are not formed by the same inventive concept and 
therefore do not share the same special technical feature. Further, the features of method claim 1 
reside in identifying a drug discovery candidate by querying a database and the technical feature 
of claim 52 resides in identifying a drug discovery candidate by querying a computer system to 
identify a disease pathway and screening compounds. Neither the same nor a corresponding 
special technical feature is present in any of the targets of claim 51 or 53. No manufacturing 
relationship exists between the screening method and the claimed targets nor is the screening 
method a method of using the claimed targets. Therefore, there is not single general concept that 
links the methods to the claimed targets and unity of invention is lacking. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) an 
election of a species or invention to be examined even though the requirement may be traversed 
(37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To 
preserve a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse. If the reply does not 
distinctly and specifically point out supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election 
shall be treated as an election without traverse. 

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, the 
inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .48(b) if one or more of the 
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currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the 
application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by a request under 37 CFR 
1.48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1.1 7(i).
